repeal as speedily as possible the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act, under which the 
eountry has been loaded down with silver to 
the almost uté®r exclusion of gold.

The Times, which while denying that it is 
the personal organ of Mayor Harrison, and

a Up toafew years ago the Oil Inspector, 


who pays his own assistants, pocketed all the 
surplus fees, It was well understood that 
they were fully $25,000 a year. Then the law 
was changed so as to require him to pay half 
the fees to the city. This was interpreted to 
‘mean half the fees afier the expenses of the 
office had been paid. The result was that 
during the last two years the city haa received 
three or four thousand dollars, while it should 
have received many times that. Somehow 
salaries and qjher expenses seemed to increase 
80 as to eat up nearly all the city’s jhalf, 

Yet it is evident that Mayor Harrison does 
not think the Oil Inspsctor’s half suffered 
much, He thinks it is so large that st wight 
be divided between two or more of the eturdy 
Democrats named above, So under Cregier 
the fees of the City Sealer were divided be- 


A | tween two persons, one of whom had nothing ; 


to do with the office and the other very little. 
Would not a “ business administration " be- 
fore appointing an Oil Inspector secure the 
passage of an ordinance giving him a salary, 
allowing bim a certain number of assistants 
and fixing their salaries, and providing that 
all the fees should be paid into the City Treas- 
ury? Then the city would get that money 
which it is proposed now to use as asort of 
secret service fund out of which to reward 
the political services of Messrs. Mangler, 
1 Gaynor, Townsend, and Farrell. If the Oil 
Tuspector is getting under the present system 
too much for one man, even for a good Dem- 
; Ocrat, why should not the surplus be paid 
over to the city instead of being divided be- 
tween three or four of the faithful? The new 
administration will need every cent it can get 
hold of to carry out its pledges. It cannot 
afford to throw awdy forty or fifty thousand 
dollars to make a few politicians comterta- 
ble.

In enacting that law Congress 
intended tv abolish those iniquitous practices, 
to give to the people 4 better and cheaper 
method of settling disputes and differences | 
with common carriers than that provided by 
the common courts of the country, and that 
the commission should take the place of the 
courts in so far as power could be given it 
wader the 19, the work om 
for it by statute. 

And the commission, the Senator says, has 
done a great work. It has decided many dif- 
ticult questions of law touching the transpor- 
tation question and settled almost numberless 
differences between shippers and carriers with- 
out serious expense to either. The decision in 
the Counselman case Was heralded through 
the country as a knock-down blow to the Jaw, 
but an amendment has been adopted which 
broadens the statute, and is intended to give 
witnesses absolute protection while requiring 
them to testify, Also the legislation has been 
enacted which was indicated by Judge Gresh- 
am as a remedy for an adjudged defect in the 
law. Thus the two decisions which most em- 
barrassed the enforcement of the act have 
been overcome by new legislation, —

enterprise, whether carried on by individuals 
or corporations. Railroad companies urge 
that no law for the prevention of unjust dis- 


criminations can be enforced aa against all | 


the common carriers unless pooling in some 
form be legalized. But opposition to such 
pooling is strong in the minds of the peopie. 
They urge that such pooling would result in 
the carriers being able to maintain higher 
rates than would otherwise obtain, and that 
whatever power might be given the commis- 
sion the chargea upon freight and passengers 
would be increased as competition ceased. 
Stability of rates is important to the business 
of the country as well as of the railroada, but 
fluctuations in rates are less objectionable 
than would be «a constant oppression 
of all business by high rates. The 
Senator intimates that the law ia suscepti- 
ble of further amendment, and notes that 
there seema to be a rapidly growing disposi- 
among those who represent capital in 
this country to dominate legislation both in- 
State ana netional councils.
